1s worth any thing), I believe that the 
whole thing 13 radically vicions The 
holders of town sites ought to be confirm 
ed in thon claims in oder that all pur- 
chasers of lots may be confirmed in then 
titles But at loast there 1s nerther jus- 
tice nor expediency in distinguishing be- 
tween one town and an other, much less in 
sclecting a single town for 1ese:vation In 
such a manuerthat a gieat nuntberof in 
nocent property holdors must necessanily 
be reduced to poverty 

The land bill wluch the Salem resolu- 
fions profes to approve in Wi its parts, 
confirms all titles derived fiom Di Me. 
Laughlin up to March 4th 1819, but takes 
from purchasers all lots bought since that 
ume, Mr Thurston in his printed lotto 
“to the members of the House of Repro 
sentatives, in behalf of his conshtucnts, 
touching tho Oregon Land Bull,” says 
“That day 1s fixed on, because on that 
day, in Oregon City, Gov Lane took pos 
session of the Lertitory, declaring the laws 
of the United States in force, and appr- 
sing Dr McLaughlin and all others, that 
no one had aught to sell or meddle with 
the govarnméntlands ? But is this state 
ment correct in point of fact, and woll 
any man here affirm that itis, who has any 
regard for his character for veracity among 
his fellow citizens, unless the mese act of 
organizing @ territorial government is to 
be construed into a declaration that all 
persons ın Oregon were henceforth to 
ceaso from buying, building and 1mpros e- 
ing in Oregon until the public lands 
should be surveyed and sold But to say 
this is absurd, monstrous and unjust 

Innperfect legislation, letters from the 
Secretary of State and from the Ifon ‘T 
H Benton, and other distinguished gen 
tlomen whom we 1egarded as our friends 
and protectors, and to whom we loohed up 
with respect and evon reverence, invited 
us to come to this beautiful land, and to 
make farms and bund houses and towns 
By doing this we gave to the general go 
vernment an actual occupancy, and thus 
Jad a broad and deep foundation upon 
which 10 build up a title to the country 
which nothing could shake down 

We who reside mn Oregon City (most of 
us being compelled by the force of circum- 
staces {o de-so), f el thatthe Qreeon Lan) 
Bul operates upon us with pecuhar hard- 
ships, because it not only cuts us off from 
donations, but it takes from us that for 
which we have paid our money It doos 
nol even give to us the poor compensation 
of a pre-emption right to purchase the land 
claims we have made under the Provis- 
ional Government, or the present Territo- 
rial Government Not only so, but it 
makes no provision for paying us for the 
houses we have built upon our lots, and 
for other actual improvements made upon 
them The Clackamas Female Semina- 
ry in this place received a donation of lots 
from Dr McLaughlin, upon which the 
Trustees are erecting a building at a cost 
of 11000 Thecounty received a dona- 
uoan of a great number of lots (if I remem- 
ber, about 200), in trust to sell, and with 
the procreds to erect a Court House, Coun- 
ty Jail, Clerks offices, & The Probate 
Judges proceeded tosell lots and to expend 
the money an the erection of a late and 
beautiful Court House, which will cost 
when fully completed about S18000 — 
Other donations have been made Very 
many persons have bought lots—somme of 
them paying cash in hand, while others 
erceuted notes Yet all these purchasers 
and all these donees, the Oregon Lani 
Bill proposes to engulph in one common 
rum All persons, evon the best of Mi. 
Thurston’s fiends, arc at a loss as to his 
motives for this most oppressive and un 
ughtcous provision Some believe that 
the blow was aimed at Dr McLaughlin, 
unde: the impression that if his title faded 
by vntue of anact of Congicess he could 
not recover the money upon the notes, 
these being given for lots, the tatlo to w hich 
had failed But if this was the motive, it 
bas its source m an erro as to the law 
The United States court has decided in 
the case of Pinien ct alo Taylor ct al, at 
the January ‘Porm 1849, and reported w 
7 Howard’s United States Supreme Coutt 
Reports, page 182, that a bill in Chancery 
filed by the purchaser of land against his 
vendor, to restrain the collection of the 
puichase money, npon the ciounds of 
a want of une inthe vendor, and his sub- 
sequent sul cney, without charging fraud 
or misiepesutauon, amot be sustin- 
ed The was no more than rotoattmg 
old and well established punciple But 
itis not pietended by anv once that there 
has eva! been fraud ot nusicpresentation 
um the salo of lots heie ‘The Di’s cove- 
nants only engage him “to u rant and de 
fend agaanst all per sans claiming bythiouch, 
ar unda me, but nol agams? any other clan, 
demand o tile,” E 

But without intending o des Yng un 
necessarily to ieflect upon Mr ‘Thurston, 
whatever may have been his métives fos 
thus secking to make a distinction between 
purchasers and donees previous to March 
áth 1819, and thoso a that 
date, it sat least certam that the dishes! 
tron is most oppressive and inexpedignt, 
and that it cannot be sustained upon any 
grounds of cher public or private pis-

But were at even right and not most wick- 
ed and unjust, to take Dr McLaughlin’s

I have not yet heard a single man who, 
whatever might be his opinions of Mh 
Thuiston’s othe: measures, pretended to 
justify himan his attempt to dishnguish 
between puichases previous to March 4th, 
1349, and those since that time. More- 
over, laminfoimed, and I have even a bot- 
tei reason for believing that those who vo- 
ted for the resolution in which they ‘ hegh- 
7y approve of ull of Samuel R ‘Thurston’s 
actions in Congress, and especially his let- 
ter touching the land List, and meo cope- 
cially that part which relates to the Ore 
von City Claim,” do nat belove thatit 
would be either juston expedient to de 
parse lot holders, 1n Oregon City, of then 
property  Nothmg, perhaps, will more 
{ully snow the inconsistencies into w bich 
men will sometimes fall, than the fact that 
when this letter, which they now say they 
Jughly approve, v'as fist show n to some of 
them, the y denounced i as a forgery, com 
mitted by some of Mr Thurston’s ene 
mics, as beg an effectual mode of de- 
stroying him, if the public could be made 
to boheve that he had written ite But 
now, that all doubts as to its authenhicity 
are removed, they commit tha absuidity
